I always take special 
interest in these schouls which are self- 
supporting, and do not ontirely speak as 
an harassed. official who has to make both 
onds of the budget mevt when there is not 
suflicient- money. I speak from a wider 
point of view, because it seems to me that 
the wealthy Chinese gentlemon of tho 
Colony are glad to avail themselves of the 
educational facilities offered, and to come 
forward and pay the expenses of their sons 
and daughters achools, neither. depen- 
dent on the Mission funds nor on the tax- 
payer. Such is St. Stephen's and this 
girls’ college. I ned the- other. day, 
when at St. Stephen's, toa warm eulo 
pronounced by. the Hon. Dr Ho Kal 
and-Mr Tse upon the warden of 
that college and ths staff.

DIOCESAN SCHOOL PRIZE 
DISTRIBUTION. 


The Governor on Educational 
Advancement in the Colony. 


To-day the snnual distribition. of prizes 
was made by His Excellency tho Governor 
(Sir Francis Lugard) in connection. with 
the Diocesan School and Orphanage. 

The Lord Bishop of Victoria presided, 
and was supported by His Excellency the 
Governor (Sir Francis Lugard), the Hon. 
Mr E. A. Hewett, Mx A. J. Brackenbury 
(Private, Seeretary to the Governor), the 
Roy. §.'T. Johnson, the Head Master (Dr 


Piercy), while among the largo attendance | 


present were the Rev. T. W. and Drs 
Pearce, the Rev. E.G, and Mra Barnett, the 
Rey, 0. H. and Mrs Hickling, Mrand Mrs 
W. D. Braidwood, Rev. A. D, Stewart, Rev. 
J. A, and Mrs Bunbury, Misa Henniker, 
Bon. Dr Atkinsox.and Mr Sim Tak Fan. 

The Head Master read tho report, which’ 
will ba found in Pages 2 and 3. 

Bis Excellency, in addressing the 
assembly, said he was glad to say that he 
could place it on record that the school had 
not only been able to maintain its position 
‘but had increased in a very marked manner. 
Taking the Bgures of the last four years, in 
avernge attendance-in 1906 thete were 195, 
the next year tho number was 292, next 
226, and this year they had jumped to 242. 
Jn the Preliminary Oxford examinations 
in 1905-32 passed, in the next year 12, 
the next 15, and this year 18, which, a8 
the Headmaster had said, was the largest 
number the school had ever succeeded in 
passing. Those were results which’ the 
staff and the boys might be very proud df, 
‘and of which the whole Colony was proud. 
The Headmaster last year told them that 
the school very greatly needed extended 
buildings and that more expecially the ex- 
tensions were required for the boarders. 
‘At that time he (His Excellency) said 
he hoped the powerful committee which 
managed the school would be able to 
deviss meana by which those extensions 
might be undertaken, but they knew 
that during the past year calls liad 
beon many, and money ‘had been, as it 
was called, “tight.” But still ho hoped 
that during the coming year they might 


have better fortune and that the extensions | 


might be put in hand. twas avery strik- 
jag thing that co many schools in the 
Colony were inereasing 8¢ rapidly that 
it waa becoming necessary that their build- 
jnga should be inoregsad and extended. 
‘All this was evidence of the appreciation 
of the primary and secondary education 
which was afforded in the Colony, but it 
also compelled them to consider whether 
the higher education which was provided 
for the senior. boys in the top forms 
was sufficient. As they-all knew, they 
had that matter at present undor serious 
consideration. Among the salient pointe 
.of the progress of the Diocesan School 
during the year was the fact of tho inorease 
in the numbers of the assisted. scholars. 
Tn 1906 the number was 59 and in 1907 it 
was 65. This showed the appreciation 
and approbation. of the public who had 
generously subscribed in order to enable 
a cortsin number of boys who wero’ not 
able to pay the fees of the sehool to 
take advantage of the education offered. 
To that subscription list he should be 
very glad to add his name (Applause), 
After indicating that arrangements had 
been made for a schools second XI focthball 
cup: competition, Bis Excellency wished 
tho boys « hopey holiday, and expressed: 
tha hope that they would come back next 
term resolved to maintain the high tradi- 
tions of the school as being the most 
successful in the Colony'in the Oxford and 
Cambridge: examinations, and one of the 
first in cvory form of competition, whether 
in school werk or in sports. They must 
not forget that that school was a part ofa 
British Colony. It was due to the liberal 
institutions under which they lived that 
that cosmopolitan school, whore British, 
Chinese, and Eurasians all met on equal 
terms: in friendly rivalry that’ that 
school had been able .to. increase .and 
prosper as it hod done. : ‘They shonld all 
‘ba jealous of the repeesion of the.colony 
in which: they lived, and he hoped they 
would all he earger to grow up and take 
art in its institutions and bear their share 
in promoting its prosperity and keeping its
